INCOME IS LOW 


Bureau Traces Cause of "Sum- 


mer Peak" in Infant 


Deaths 


The "summer peak" In 
infant 


deaths in the state is now beginning, 
a:id the bureau of child welfare is 
aroused to the' need of teaching 
mothers how to take care of babies 
under summer conditions. Studies 
made by the federal Children's 'bu- 
reau in industrial cities in the east 
emphasizei the importance of a fam- 
ily income and better domestic and 
municipal .sanitation, as 
well 
as 


knowledge of the proper care of ba- 
bies. The 'lowest rates of infant 
deaths "in 
all cities 
studied _ were 


found among breast-fed 
children, 


proving the need of mothers r.urs- 
ing their babies. 


In.a survey in Manchester, N. H., 


nearly half the infant deaths in 
August were in families where the 
father's earnings totalled less than j 
$650 a year, and over two-fifths were 
to mothers who- were gainfully em- 
ployed during the year following the 
baby's -birth. In that 
city more 


babies died 
from gastro-intestinal 


diseases than from any other cause, 
the rate boing^ 63 per 1,000 babies 
bom, and in August more deaths oc- 
curred from these diseases than oc- 
curred in any other month from all 
causes combined.

It has hastened the 
day wihen the people -must enter upon 
the stzprane struggle -to /recover their 
cavil liberties and economic freedom, 
or else admit their defeat and confess 
that our experiment in self-govern- 
ment has failed. 


Our national debt has in the last 


three years increased from about one 
billion dollars to over twenty-five -bil- 
lion dollars. This debt, so stupendous

congress and then propose "an inter- 
national understanding" to promote 
world harmony without impairing- 
American sovereignty. 


He did not directly advocate .or 


oppose ratification of the treaty 
with Russians and declared it use- 
less "to discuss in detail the league 
covenant, which was conceived for 
world super-government and nego- 
tiated in misunderstanding." 


He made a plea for government 


by party rather than by individuals, 
declared for industrial peace attain- 
ed by inspiration rather than force 
and advocated economy, increased 
production and deflation of currency., 
to relieve the high cost of living. 


The notification ceremonies, which 


broug-ht to Marion Most of the big 
leaders of the party and many thou- 
sands of Harding 
enthusiasts, in- 


cluded an 
acceptance 
speech by 


Sen. Harding- interpreting the Chi- 
cago -platform and 
declaring- the 


principles on which he-expects the 
campaign -io be- fought 


At 7 o'clock this morning a-noisy 


aggregation of Marion citizens led 
off with a demonstration.

howling acclaim tho Senator play- 
ed the leading part in a flag-rais- 
ing1. 


Delegation after delegation, with 


band-s blaring and colors flp-ng, fol- 
lowed up to the Harddns; front porch 
as thirty special trains and thou- 
sands of automobiles unloaded their 
contributions to tho crowds.

Hence, the 
exploiting interests have taken advantage' 
of wax conditions to destroy or limit free- 
dom of speech and-of the press, and free- 
dom from unlawful arrest, search, and 
seizure. These constitutional rights have 
been trampled under foot until no citizen 
s safe, even in his home, from the illegal 
nvasions of bureaucratic agents.
